SUBJECT: Moeting with General Stowart re CORONA Agreement 


1. In the fourth of a series of meetings with 
Genera] Stewart, Mosars, Maxey nnd McMahon discussed 
the status of the CORONA Agreement and the problomg 


latest draft agreement. The draft in queation had been 
Written from General Stewart's own words and contained 
What he had advertised ag a fow nit-picking corrections 
by Dr, McMillan. Kager to fet the aercemont consummated, 
we had pushed the apreenent through General Carter reo-~ 
stating Stewart's Claim that it Woes alright with McMillan, 
At the ExCom meeting on 12 Jenuary, General Cartor told 
Dy. McMillan that the Agreement was fine with him and 
that he had Blened it, whereupon Dr, McMillan withdrew 
hig voto of agreement and said that he wag only "in 
general accord with it." 


2. General Stewart apologized profusely for this; 
however, wo took tho Opportunity to turn the Screws on

4. When the amoke cleared, General Stewart had oe 
agreed to the following and stated that Dr. McMillan was a 
Also in agreement: 


(1) that | | (the senior CIA CORONA 
representative) wou @ a deputy director of the 
CONONA project for the payload reporting directly 
to General Greer; 


(2) that all CIA CORONA activities would be 
consolidated under this CIA representative; 


(3) that security would mean not only the 
physical plant security, but also the determination 
of access to the plant as well as "need to know" 
for project clearances; 


{4) that the camera on-orbit programming 
and payload operation would remain the responsi- 
bility of the AP facility and would be directly 
responsive to the GOC/NROQ; 


(5) that all technical direction for the 
payload contractors and other CIA contracts 
would come from the senior CIA reprasontative 
or duly authorized reprosentative; 


(6) that rel woura provide technical 
ndvice to Gonera roer and would bo available to 
the senior CIA man when and if roguired. 

(7) that the senior CIA man, of course, would 


be voesponsible also to the DCI for controlling and 
directing the CIA assets in the CORONA program. 
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Although Goneral Stowart also arreed that the senior CIA 
man ghould ba chairmen of a paylond CCB and sit as a 
member responsible for the payload to an overall systens 
CCB, he stated that Dr. McMillan was in general sccord 
with what was meant, but he wasn't sure that he (Dr. 
McMillan) liked the terminology. 


5. Gonernal Stewart stated that he would take 
these major points and fold thom into two or three 
agreements and present them to Dr. McMillan, hoping 
that one of tho agreements would contain the terminology 
or pharascology acceptable to Dr. McMillan, at which 
point he would ask Dr. McMillan to initial off on puch 
on agreement and he, in turn, would take it to us for 
our consideration. Hoe assured us that he would be back 
in touch with us on the CORONA arreemcnt before 27 Jan. 
Heo also promised us that he world contact the West Const 
ond advise them not to contact.our contractors dircctly, 
but to come through the Agency assets and also that they 
should not taok[ —]dtxoct ly, but come through Washington.
